A new law Unn mm*' into *'ffect In 
Ohio which makes it a crime for phy- 
sicians and surgeons to split fees, and 
it Is encouraging to note that the law 
Ih backed by the great majority of 
the reputable physicians of the state.

Writing of one phase of fee i^piit* 
ting In the Chicago Dally Tribune, 
Pr W. A. Kvans says that "an open 
t(*e splitter confesses his Incompe- 
tence. The very competent opera- 
tors do not split fees. They know 
they are competent and they get. and 
will r.et. the business which comes to 
them, on a basis of merit. The opera- 
tors who split fees are second and 
(hlrd grade operators. Therefore a 
patient who Is being disposed of by a 
r»'*' Hplitter anion n t oe split in s. may 
In- certain that the best he can get is 
one of the best he can get among sec- 
ana and third grade men. He can be 
certain that he never has a chanco 
to Kft the si-rvicrs (if any hlKh-^radf 
man, of any man good enough to Kot 
business on his merit alone." 

Dr. Kvans then nsks this slgnlfl- 
cniit (|u»»stion — *'n phyHiclans barter 
[)ali<MtM ainoHK fee splitters as a 
commercial transaction, will not un 
necessary operations be the inevitable 
result?

AM of which is true exe*'pt that ihr 
censure is grossly flsplaced when it is 
loaded upon Congreea, and alao ex- 
cepting the Btatement that Congreaa 
cmbarrasaed the President. If the 
l^resldent haa been i'niI)arraKHeil. it i» 
due solely to his own action. He has 
abaolote oontrol over hIa eablnet. That 
cabinet asked for appropriatlona to the 
atnonnt of $84,000,000 more than the 
last tkingresB appropriated, though 
the total appropriatlona of that Oemo- 
eratlo Congreaa were |177XKN).ooo 
than were made by tha laat Hepubll- 
can Congress. The real fact fa that 
by asking for ao much money the Wii- 
aon cabinet emlMirraesed Congreaa and 
made Ita work far more difficult than 
It should have tieen. 

If the Dumocratlc Congreaa had re- 
ceived any co-operation whatever 
from the Prealdent in Ita efforta to 
economize, there might have been a 
Uifft'rt'iit Kiory to trli. Ftut tin- l^resi- 
dent in his address to the two houses 
of Congress, at the opening of the 
laat aeaaion, aald that the American 
people are not Jealous of the amount 
of iiionoy appropriiited If they get 
Hhat they want for their money. No 
worda ooiild have been uttered more 
plainly inviting Congreaa to extrav 
agance. If that language meana any 
thing, it meana that If tin- people K«'t 
money for local public buildinga and 
other public Improvementa commonly 
hot often erroneously referred So as 
"pork, they will not criticise the ad- 
ministration. Of courae Prealdent 
Wllaon put it In the more dignified 
hmgnage of the college profeaaor, but 
Its nieuninK could ncjt havt* heenother 
wise than a call for larger public ex 
pendlturea. 

Undoubtedly, President JhVilaon will 
send an economy message to the next 
Congress, and attempt to pose Ix'for*' 
the country aa the watch-dog of the 
traaanry. *But tho American people 
are possessed of more than avaraga In- 
telltgenco and have a habit of read- 
ing and reiiieuiberinK. Moreover, the 
people are honest enough and ooura- 
geooa enougku to place tha raaponai- 
blUty axaotly where It belonga, daaplte 
the itndled efforts of the Prealdent'a 
friends to shift the responsibility en- 
tirely to Congreaa, where only a les- 
ser degree of blame ahould be placed. 

It Is true that the Deniocratlc Con- 
greaa passed extravagant appropria- 
tion billa, but It did ao under pressure 
from the Bxoeutlve Departmenta: Not 
one Of thoae appropriatlona became or 
l»reBuinably would become a law ulili- 
out the consent of the President, who 
holda the power of veto, f 

Now, if the defenders of and apolo- 
gists for the President can get any 
consolation out of the record, they 
are welcome to exploit It to their 
hearfa oontont. Not one of them haa 
the hardihood to challenge the veracity 
of the flghtlng Democratic Chairman 
Of tha Houae Appropriatlona Commit- 
tee, Hon. J. J. Fttsgerald, who, in an 
addreaa |o Congreaa, told of the exoee- 
slve recommendation of the members 
of the cabinet. An issue of that kind. 
betHsen Wllaon atui f-'K/^crald might 
very easily start a mov«>rueot for Flta« 
gerald aa a nom^ee of the Dmao- 
crailc paity
